Annual Luncheon Meeting 
At Wistaria Vine Proves 
Jolly Affair 


Sierra Madre’s new city plan¬ 
ning commission was to have 
delved into the intricacies of 
zoning this evening, but received 
word last night that the zoning 
engineer who is to act in an ad¬ 
visory capacity would not be able 
to appear. The meeting will be 
held some time next week and 
thereafter the commission will 
stick on the difficult job until 
It is completed. 

At a meeting Tuesday evening 
the commission organized by the 
election of Robert E. Wright as 
chairman, Rollin C. Lewis, vice- 
chairman and Thornton M. Car- 
son, secretary. 

City Bu-iness Manager A1 S. 
Myers, designated by the city: 
council as one of its representa¬ 
tives on the commission, turned 
over to the body a series of maps ( 
on which each lot in the city j 
is plotted, showing the boundary 
lines, buildings, plantings, etc., 
prepared by the city’s engineering 
force as a basis for the zoning , 
law. 


Mr. Myers warned the commis¬ 
sion that it was undertaking a 
difficult job that would require 
much efort and that would have 
a great effect upon the future of 
the city. It would be impossible 
to satisfy everyone, he pointed 
out. 

With the assistance of zoning 
engineers from the county plan¬ 
ning commission members of the 
local commission believe they will 
be able to prepare tentative zone 
maps in a short time. These will 
later be the subject of discussion 
at meetings of citizens of the 
various zones. 

The commission advised Ray¬ 
mond L. Tarr that his application 
for permission to establish a ser¬ 
vice station at the northwest 
corner of Lima street and Sierra 
Madre Blvd would not be acted 
upon until the zoning work is 
well under way.

FARM ADVISOR WARNS 
CITRUS GROWERS 


"Moving wet silt whoch has 
been washed into areas where 
erosion has taken place may cause 
packing, citrus growers should al¬ 
low the soil to dry out to some 
extent before moving it,” states 
A. G. Salter, as-istant farm ad¬ 
visor in Los Angeles County. 

Salter also warns growers to 
inspect their trees immediately 
for brown rot gummosis. Where 
silt and earth have been washed 
against trunks of trees, the dirt 
should be pulled away from tree 
trunks immediately and trees in¬ 
spected for brown rot gummosis. 
Growers should re-fh-pect their 
trees every few days until danger 
of the disease starting is over, 
Salter says.
